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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

The claims have been amended to define the capture probe as a nucleic acid covalently attached to the electrode and new claim 66 
further defines the covalent attachment as via a linker e.g. insulator or conductive oligomer. These elements have not been previously 
considered. Therefore, the amendments would require further search and consideration. 

Applicant's remarks have been throughly reviewed but are not found persuasive to overcome the rejections because the remarks address 
the claims as amended. However, it is noted that Applicant agrees that Lennox teaches a capture ligand covalently attached to the 
electrode (paragraph spanning pages 6-7 of the response). As cited in the office action, Lennox teaches nucleic acid capture ligands. As 
such, the amendments, if entered, if not anticipated, would at the very least be a suggested embodiment of the reference. Applicant 
asserts that covalent attachment of nucleic acids to the surface would impermissibly change the principle of operation of the Lennox 
reference. Applicant's assertion is noted, however as stated directly above, Lennox specifically teaches nucleic acid capture ligands. 
Therefore, the assertion is not persuasive. 
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
